Mrs. McCollum, called as 
the 4îMh prospective juror, 
said she had the same reac­ 
tion, shock, when she saw Os­ 
wald shot. Assistant defense 
counsel Joe Tonahill asked 
whether this made a ‘‘p r o- 
found and lasting impression 
on her,” and she replied, ”1 
Would say so.”

McCollum said she 
could vote the death penalty, 
but also, depending on the 
evidence, she could vote for 
a suspended sentence.

said f i r m l y, when asked 
whether she would retain her

There is grave danger that President 
Johnson’s war on p overty may founder be­ 
cause of insufficient information about unem­ 
p loyment and low incomes, according to Dr. 
Carl H. Madden, economic research director 
for the United States Chamber of Commerce.

He believes this country undoubtedly has 
the resources to move confidently toward min- 
fmizing p overty. But he said tiiat because of 
a lack of research, there is much about p ov­ 
erty that is not known.

What is the relationship between the p re­ 
sently unemp loyed and the p resently p oor? 
According to a study made by Fortune maga­ 
zine, there is low correlation between p over­ 
ty and unemp loyment. 
It says only one six ­ 
teenth of the p oor families were headed by 
unemp loyed p ersons in 1962. .\nd only o n e- 
third of all U.S. families with unemp loyed 
heads were classed as p oor. 
Dr. Madden criticized the p overty analy­ 
sis of the Council of Economic .\dvisers for 
its comp letely static framework. He said that 
“there is no indication of the changing rela­ 
tion between income levels and stage of life 


or the relation of Income to asset holdings; 
no analy.sis of income and size of family; no 
p rojections of future ex p ected incomes of p eo­ 
p le over 65 during the nex t five years. 
A new p hrase, “ the invisible p oor,” is 
being bandied around these days. The idea is 
that the more affluent society has segregated 
itself in suburban living which makes it p os­ 
sible for them to live unaware of the p overty 
that ex ists in their cities and the nation. Yet 
rent strikes and ever increasing p rotests 
against unemp loyment and relief p ayments 
are forcing .\mericans to turn their heads and 
look at some of the p overty.

One can agree with Dr. .Madden that more 
information Is needed on p overty and un­ 
emp loyment. I’osslbiy this should be forth­ 
coming before the administration launches 
out in all directions. Enough, however, is 
k n ow n about p ockets of p overty and city 
slums for an immediate attack in some areas.

The administration would be well advised 
to have a two-p ronged p rogram — an initial 
p rogram to relieve visible hardship and a 
long-range p rogram based on sound and far- 
reaching research.

The United Slates has quite a stake in 
Sp ain. It has imp ortant Navy and Air Force 
bases there. Only last week the U.S. Navy an­ 
nounced it p lanned to station eight Polaris- 
carrying submarines and a dep ot ship at its 
naval base at Rota, in southwestern Sp ain. 
The Air F’orce has lost its bases in Moroc­ 
co and Libya has just announced that it will 


not renew' its agreement with the United 
States for its Air Force base there up on its 
ex p iration. This is not of immediate concern 
since the agreement does not ex p ire until 1971. 
The situation in Cyp rus is more dangerous 
to western defense. Great Britain, which has 
bases there, could become a nation non grata 
and N.Vro could be irrep arably damaged if 
Turkey and Greece become involved. The So­ 
viet Union is already muddying the waters in 
Cyp rus.

Western navies have long considered the 
Mediterranean their p rivate little p ond. Times 
are changing. With France and (ireat Britain 
refusing to accep t I ’.S. p olicy on Cuba, the 
United States should not be surp rised that 
Sp ain, which is the gateway to the .Mediter­ 
ranean, does likewise.

The Washington p ress corp s is now so 
large and the time that any President can

nize that we are in a time when it is p eculiarlv

I had seen what 
they were doing to the minds of 
the young, and I did not want 
that to hap p en to me.

I fought the ugly p rocess with p rayer.

I wanted to become a television engineer, 
and the only East German training school was 
run by the Communists. To become a student, 
I would have to join the Party. 
My father asked, “Do you think you can 
withstand the p ressures?” 
“With God’s help , yes,” I said. 
“You must p ray every moment,” said my 
father. 
So I joined the Party. My life changed 
comp letely. 
We students lived at the school, which 
made us available for the daily Communist 
meetings. We had to p rofess to be atheists; 
being seen entering a church would 
h a v e 
meant our ex p ulsion from school. The Party 
leaders conducted their big rallies every Sun­ 
day, thereby flaunting atheism in front of 
church-goers. 
We were sup p osed to be hap p y and p ros­ 
p erous—the Chosen, and in this way serve as 
bait to others. 
My lip s said I was an atheist, but in my 
heart I knew I was a Christian. Then in Sep ­ 
tember, 1961, the infamous wall was erected 
locking in the Communist p art of the citv 
Now I decided I had to act. 
Th e Rig h t Th in g ? 
The only unanswered question was this: 
would I be doing the right thing? Should I 
stay in Eastern Germany and try to fight 
Communism from within or should I seek 
my own freedom and try to do what I could 
from the outside? 
My father po inted o ut, “ No co untry 
as y et 
has been aMe to detest Co mmnnlst do mina­ 
tio n fro m within. That must ba do ne fro m the 


outside, by the free countries that arc strong 
sp iritually as well as militarily. Go, Son, to 
somep lace where you can live as I want you 
to.” 
At 7:.‘{0 p .m., on October 5, 1961, dressed 
in dark clothes, my wire cutter in my p ocket, 
I left my home and walked to Trep tow. 
Ha d a Ch a n ce 
Seven hours later I was 20 yards from 
the final two fences and the corridor of un­ 
rolled barbed wire between them. Bright lights 
made the corridor like day. Off in the shadows, 
I could see the guard. If he had a rifle, I had 
a chance: if it was a machine gun, 1 would 
be cut down. 
I buried my face Into the dirt and begged 
God to overcome my fears, to give me the 
courage to do what 1 must do to escap e. 
I leap ed to my feet and dashed to climb 
the first fence. There was no time now to use 
the cutters. I let myself drop onto the other 
side where waist-high barbed wire rip p ed my 
skin as 1 struggled across to the last fence. 
I heard the bark of a rifle and felt wind race 
p ast me as a bullet hit the ground beyond. 
The wire tore savagely at my clothes as. 
I lifted two strands ap art and dove througli 
the op ening. I landed in a heap , rolling in 
the loose soil many times before I could get 
to my feet. Then I ran off into the morning 
darkness to freedom.

Such verb al golng.s-ort may b e a few 
years away as far as Lincoln is con­ 
cerned. b ut at least one hospital — IJncoln 
General — is tossing the idea ab out today. 
What’s more, the hospitals division of 
the State Health Dept, is encouraging the 
feasib ility ex perim ent in Lincoln G eneral’s 
imminent $6 million replacem ent. 
Neither group is out in left field from 
a national standpoint. 
Hospitals in such places as Rochester, 
N.Y., and Dalton, Ga., to mention two, 
are ex perimenting with carpeting in place 
of tile floors. 
Hamilton Memorial a 125-b ed hospital 
in Dalton, has used carpeting in its ad­ 
ministration areas for a year now. Re­ 
sults? M aintenance costs dropped more 


than ,50” b elow previous tile floor upkeep. 
Now Dalton is going to place car­ 
peting in selected medical and surgical 
patient rooms. Both anti-b acterial chemic­ 
ally-treated and non-treated m aterials will 
b e used. 


Periodic cultures for staph 
aureus 
and other b acteria from the patient room 
carpeting will b e taken and tested. 
There’s no question that carpeting 
maintenance costs less, according to Verne 
Pangb orn of Lincoln. 
“ Cotton or wool carpeting 
w o n ’ t 
work,” said Pangb orn, who heads t h e 
State Health Dept.’s hospitals division. 
“ It has to b e some single filament 
nylon of good quality." 
Cotton and wool would harb or infec­ 
tions. 
“ Yes, we’re talking ab out It these 
days and so are other states’ hospital 
planning groups," said Pangb orn. 
It all appears to look like one of 
those snug-as-a-b ug-in-a-rug situations — 
not to mention eliminating for all times 
the cause of cold feet.
